by the Russians for 10 y ears, 
told ar an ey e witness account 
by Heinz Linge, Hitler's valet, 
who returned over the week end 
from a decade of captivity in the 
Soviet Union.

“ Hitler

Eva 
Braun took poison," said Linge 
in an interview here y esterday . 
“ I carried his body out of the 
bunk er, and then helped 
pour 
gasoline over it. We watched it 
burn for about five minutes." 
The body of Eva, Hitler’s mis­ 
tress until he married her the 
day before the double suicide, 
was carried out from the under­ 
ground boudoir and dumped on 
the grass in the Chancellery gar­ 
den by Otto Guensche, an adju­ 
tant, while Soviet artillery shells 
were 
fly ing 
overhead, 
Linge 


said. H itler’s chauffeur had tried 
to carry out the body , but it was 
too heavy for him. 
Linge’s story was matched in 
part by another returning POW, 
SS Gen. Hans Baur, Hitler’s per­ 
sonal pilot. 
Bauer told newsmen at Camp 
Friedland in West Germany he 
was in the bunk er April 30, the 
day of the suicides. 
“ I went into 
Hitler’s 
apart­ 
ment in the bunk er to get my 
last orders," 
he 
said. 
“Hitler 
said goodby to me then, rem ark ­ 
ing that he would now tak e bis 


own life since the m ilitary situ 
ation had become hopeless." 
Baur said he learned when he 
returned two hours later that the 
two had k illed themselves, but 
he did not actually see the bod­ 
ies. 
Linge and Baur m ay be sum­ 
moned to testify before a Berch­ 
tesgaden court which is ex pected 
to rule this month whether Hit­ 
ler is dead. He has never been 
declared legally dead. 
The aides’ stories were sub­ 
stantially the same as had been 
reconstructed by W estern inves­ 


tigators y ears ago. But the West 
bad to wait 10 y ears to get their 
accounts first hand. 
Linge said the 
R us s i a n s 
brought him back to Berlin in 
1940 to reconstruct for them ex ­ 
actly 
what

He was closely question­ 
ed for many day s after his cap- 
ture in 1945, he said.

Huge Rocket 
Firing Program 


1957-58 To See Vast’ 
Array Of Launchings 
Into Upper Space 


WASHINGTON )JP - In the 18 
months from July 
1957 
through 
December 1958 the United States | 
will launch more than 
twice as 
many high-altitude rock ets as it 
ft 
has fired in the last 10 y ears. 
About $1.7 million 
has been 
budgeted for this effort, in addi­ 
tion to the $10 million ex pected 
to be spent during the same per­ 
iod on the 
much 
more 
ambi­ 
tious, but closely related, space 
satellite project. 
The details of the U. S. rock et 
research program during the 1957- 
58 International Geophy sical y ear 
were discussed in a speech to the 
American Rock et Society here last 
week by Dr. Homer Newell, acting 
superintendent of the Atmosphere 
and Astral Phy sics Division of the 
Naval Research Laboratory . 
The laboratory has been assign­ 
ed all the rock et projects, includ­ 
ing the satellite program. Six to 
10 satellites about the size of bas­ 
k etballs are to be 
rock eted 
to 
altitudes of 200 to 800 miles in an 
y 
attempt to get them thea to orbit 
for months or longer around the 
earth.

NEWELL SAID that during the 
1957-58 period the 
United States 
will launch: 
1. A dozen Aerobee rock ets from 
White Sands, N. M., and another 
33 from Ft. Churchill on Hudson’s 
Bay , just below the Arctic Circle 
in Canada.

a bees have already been fired, to 
w altitudes as high as 123 miles.

The 25-foot - long Nik e 
is the Army ’s standard

Soviet Offers 
Non-Military 
Aid To Egypt 
CAIRO, Egy pt UP — Soviet Am­ 
bassador Daniel S. Solod said to­ 
day Russia has offered economic 
aid to Egy pt. 
Emerging from a meeting with 
Hussein Aziz, permanent 
under 
secretary at the Egy ptian Foreign 
Ministry , Solod said “our econom 
ic situation permits us to give aid 
to any 
country , 
providing 
that 
country will accept it." 
Solod said his meeting with Aziz 
was routine and the aid offer had 
been made previously . 
Solod declined to say if the Rus­ 
sian offer got a favorable answer 
from Egy ptian officials. He em ­ 
phasized that

Hitler’s Valet Tells How Dictator’s Body Burned On Pyre 


BERLIN (fl’v—A roaring gaso­ 
line blaze consumed the bodies 
of Adolf H itler and his bride Eva 
Braun while about

That was the story, bottled up 
by the Russians for IO years, 
told a r an eye witness account 
by Heinz Linge, H itler’s valet, 
who returned over the week end 
from a decade of captivity in the 
Soviet Union.

No t 
rare; there are man y o f them o n the beach 
an d y et each o n e is in div idu al. Yo u n ev er 
fin d two alik e. Each is fitted an d fo rmed by 
its o wn life an d stru ggle to su rv iv e. It is 
an o y ster, with small shells clin gin g to its 
hu mp ed back . Sp rawlin g an d u n ev en , it has 
the irregu larity o f so methin g gro win g. It 
lo o k s rather lik e the ho u se o f a big fam­ 
ily , p u shin g o u t o n e additio n after an o ther 
to ho ld its teemin g life—here a sleep in g 
p o rch fo r the children , an d there a v eran da 
fo r the p lay -p en ; here a garage fo r the 
ex tra car an d there a shed fo r the bicy cles. 
It amu ses me becau se it seems so mu ch lik e 
my life at the mo men t, lik e mo st wo men ’s 
liv es in the middle y ears o f marriage. It is 
u n tidy , sp read o u t in all directio n s, heav ily 
en cru sted with accu mu latio n s an d, in its 
liv in g state—this o n e is emp ty an d cast u p 
by the sea—firmly imbedded o n its ro ck . 
Yes, I believ e the o y ster shell is a go o d 
o n e to ex p ress the middle y ears o f marriage. 
It su ggests the stru ggle o f life itself. The 
o y ster has fo u ght to hav e that p lace o n the 
ro ck to which it has fitted itself p erfectly 
an d to which it clin gs ten acio u sly . So mo st 
co u p les in the gro win g y ears o f marriage 
stru ggle to achiev e a p lace in the wo rld. It 
is a p hy sical an d material battle first o f all, 
fo r a ho me, fo r children , fo r a p lace in their 
p articu lar so ciety . In the midst o f su ch a 
life there is n o t mu ch time to sit facin g o n e 
an o ther o v er a break fast table. In these 
y ears o n e reco gn izes the tru th o f Sain t- 
Ex u p £ ry ’s lin e: ‘Lo v e do es n o t co n sist

gazin g at each o ther <o n e p erfect su n rise 
gazin g at an o ther!) bu t in lo o k in g o u tward 
to gether in the same directio n .” Fo r, 
in fact, 
man an d wo man are n o t o n ly 
lo o kin g o u t­ 
ward in the same directio n ; they are wo rk­ 
in g o u tward. (Observ e the steady en cro ach­ 
men t o f the o y ster bed o v er the ro ck .* Here 
o n e fo rms ties, ro o ts, a firm base. (Try an d 
p ry an o y ster fro m its ledge!) Here o n e 
mak es o n eself p art o f the co mmu n ity o f 
men , o f hu m an so ciety 
Here the bo n ds o f marriage are fo rmed. 
Fo r marriage, which is alway s sp o k en o f as 
a bo n d, beco mes actu ally in this stage, man y 
bo n ds, man y stran ds, o f differen t tex tu re 
an d stren gth, mak in g u p a web tha t is tau t 
an d firm. The web is fashio n ed o f lo v e. Yes, 
bu t man y k in ds o f lo v e: ro man tic lo v e first, 
then a slo w-gro win g dev o tio n an d, p lay in g 
thro u gh these, a co n stan tly rip p lin g co m­ 
p an io n ship . It is made o f lo y alties, an d in ­ 
terdep en den cies, an d shared ex p erien ces. It 
is wo v en o f memo ries o f meetin gs an d co n ­ 
flicts; o f triu mp hs an d disap p o in tmen ts. It 
is a web o f co mmu n icatio n , a co mmo n lan ­ 
gu age, an d the accep tan ce o f lack o f lan ­ 
gu age, to o ; a k n o wledge o f lik es an d dis­ 
lik es, o f habits an d reactio n s, bo th p hy sical 
an d men tal. It is a web o f in stin cts an d in ­ 
tu itio n s, an d k n o wn an d u n k n o wn ex ­ 
chan ges. The web o f marriage is made by 
p ro p in q u ity , in the day to day liv in g side 
by side, lo o k in g o u tward an d wo rk in g o u t­ 
ward in the same directio n .

It is the bo n d o f ro ­ 
man tic lo v e w’hich fasten s the do u ble-su n ­ 
rise shell, o n ly o n e bo n d, o n e hin ge. An d if 
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tha t fragile lin k is sn ap p ed In the sto rm, 
w hat will ho ld the halv es to each o ther? In 
the o y ster stage o f marriage, ro man tic lo v e 
is o n ly o n e o f the man y bo n ds that mak e u p 
the in tricate an d en du rin g web that two 
p eo p le hav e bu ilt to gether. 
I am v ery fo n d o f the o y ster shell. It is 
hu mble an d awk ward an d u gly . It is slate- 
co lo red an d u n sy mmetrical. Its fo rm is n o t 
p rimarily beau tifu l bu t fu n ctio n al. I mak e 
fu n o f its k n o bbin ess. So metimes I resen t 
its bu rden s an d ex crescen ces. Bu t its tire­ 
less adap tability an d ten acity draw ray 
asto n ished admiratio n an d so metimes ev en 
my tears. An d it is co mfo rtable in its famil­ 
iarity , its ho melin ess, lik e o ld garden glo v es 
which hav e mo u lded themselv es p erfectly 
to the shap e o f the han d. I do n o t lik e to 
p u t it do wn . I will n o t wan t to leav e it. 
Bu t is it the p erm an en t sy mbo l o f m ar­ 
riage? Sho u ld i t —an y mo re tha n the 
do u ble-su n rise shell—last fo rev er? The tide 
o f life recedes. The ho u se, with its bu lgin g 
sleep in g p o rches an d sheds, begin s little by 
little to emp ty . The children go away to 
scho o l an d then to marriage an d liv es o f 
their o wn . Mo st p eo p le by middle age hav e 
attain ed, o r ceased to stru ggle to attain , 
their p lace in the wo rld. That terrific 
ten acity to life, to p lace, to p eo p le, to m ate­ 
rial su rro u n din gs an d accu mu latio n s—is it 
as n ecessary as it was when o n e was stru g­ 
glin g fo r o n e’s secu rity o r the secu rity o f 
o n e’s children ? Man y o f the p hy sical stru g­ 
gles hav e ceased, du e either to su ccess o r to 
failu re. Do es the shell n eed to be so welded 
to its ro ck ? Married co u p les are ap t to fin d 
themslev es in middle age, high an d dry in 
an o u tmo ded shell, in a fo rtress which has 
o u tliv ed its fu n ctio n . What is o n e to do — 
die o f atro p hy in an o u tstrip p ed fo rm? Or 
mo v e o n to an o ther fo rm, o ther ex p eri­ 
en ces?

erhap s, so meo n e will su ggest, this is the 
mo men t to go back to the simp le self­ 
en clo sed* wo rld o f the su n rise shell? Alo n e 
at last again o v er the mu ffin s an d the m ar­ 
malade! No , o n e can n o t go back to that 
tightly clo sed wo rld. On e has gro wn to o big, 
to o man y -sided, fo r that rigidly sy mmetri­ 
cal shell. I am n o t su re that o n e has n o t 
gro wn to o big fo r an y shell at all.

Man y o f the p hy sical, m aterial, an d 
wo rldly ambitio n s are less attain able than 
they were twen ty y ears ago . Bu t is this n o t 
o ften a relief? “I n o lo n ger wo rry abo u t 
bein g the belle o f Newp o rt,” a beau tifu l 
wo man , who had beco me a talen ted artist, 
o n ce said to me. An d I alway s lik ed that 
Virgin ia Wo o lf hero who meets middle age 
adm ittin g: “Thin gs hav e dro p p ed fro m me. 
I hav e o u tliv ed certain desires . . . I am n o t 
so gifted as at o n e time seemed lik ely . Cer­ 
tain thin gs lie bey o n d my sco p e. I shall 
n ev er u n derstan d the harder p ro blems o f 
p hilo so p hy . Ro me is the limit o f my trav el­ 
lin g . . . I shall n ev er see sav ages in Tahiti 
sp earin g fish by the light o f a blazin g 
cresset, o r a lio n sp rin g in the ju n gle, o r a 
n ak ed man eatin g raw flesh . . .” (Than k 
Go d! y o u can hear him addin g u n der his 
breath.) 
The p rimitiv e, p hy sical, fu n ctio n al p at­ 
tern o f the mo rn in g o f life, the activ e y ears 
befo re fo rty o r fifty , is o u tliv ed. Bu t there 
is still the aftern o o n o p en in g u p , which o n e 


can sp en d n o t in the fev erish p ace o f the 
mo rn in g bu t in hav in g time at last fo r tho se 
in tellectu al, cu ltu ral, an d sp iritu al activ i­ 
ties that were p u shed aside in the heat o f 
the race. We American s, with o u r terrific 
emp hasis o n y o u th, actio n , an d material 
su ccess, certain ly ten d to belittle the after­ 
n o o n o f life an d ev en to p reten d it n ev er 
co mes. We p u sh the clo ck back an d try to 
p ro lo n g the mo rn in g, o v erreachin g an d 
o v erstrain in g o u rselv es in the u n n atu ral 
effo rt. We do n o t su cceed, o f co u rse. We 
can n o t co mp ete with o u r so n s an d dau gh­ 
ters. An d what a stru ggle it is to race with 
these o v eractiv e an d u n der-wise adu lts! In 
o u r breathless attem p ts we o ften miss the 
flo werin g that waits fo r aftern o o n . 
Fo r is it n o t p o ssible that middle age can 
be lo o k ed u p o n as a p erio d o f seco n d flo w­ 
erin g, seco n d gro wth, ev en a k in d o f seco n d 
ado lescen ce? It is tru e that so ciety in gen ­ 
eral do es n o t help o n e accep t this in terp re­ 
tatio n o f the seco n d half o f life. An d there­ 
fo re this p erio d o f ex p an din g is o ften trag­ 
ically misu n dersto o d. Man y p eo p le n ev er 
climb abo v e the p lateau o f fo rty -to -fifty . 
The sign s that p resage gro wth, so similar. 
it seems to me, to tho se in early ado les­ 
cen ce: disco n ten t, restlessn ess, do u bt, de­ 
sp air, lo n gin g, are in terp reted falsely as 
sign s o f decay . In y o u th o n e do es n o t as 
o ften misin terp ret the sign s; o n e accep ts 
them, q u ite rightly , as gro win g p ain s. On e 
tak es them serio u sly , listen s to them, fo l­ 
lo ws where they lead. On e is afraid. Natu ­ 
rally . Who is n o t afraid o f p u re sp ace—that 
breath-tak in g emp ty sp ace o f an o p en 
do o r? Bu t desp ite fear, o n e go es thro u gh to 
the ro o m bey o n d. 
Bu t in middle age, becau se o f the false 
assu mp tio n that it is a p erio d o f declin e, 
o n e in terp rets these life-sign s, p arado x i­ 
cally , as sign s o f ap p ro achin g death. In ­ 
stead o f facin g them, o n e ru n s away ; o n e 
escap es—in to dep ressio n s, n erv o u s break ­ 
do wn s, drin k , lo v e affairs, o r fra n tic , 
tho u ghtless, fru itless o v erwo rk . An y thin g, 
rather than face them. An y thin g, rather 
than stan d still an d learn fro m them. On e 
tries to cu re the sign s o f gro wth, to ex o rcise 
them, as if they were dev ils, w*hen really 
they might be an gels o f an n u n ciatio n . 
An gels o f an n u n ciatio n o f what? Of 
a 
n ew stage in liv in g when , hav in g shed 
man y o f the p hy sical stru ggles, the wo rldly 
ambitio n s, the material en cu mbran ces o f 
activ e life, o n e might be free to fu lfill the 
n eglected side o f o n e’s self. On e m ight be 
free fo r gro wth o f min d, heart, an d talen t; 
free at last fo r sp iritu al gro wth; free o f the 
clamp in g su n rise shell. Beau tifu l as it was, 
it was still a clo sed wo rld o n e had to o u t­ 
gro w. An d the time may co me when —co m­ 
fo rtable an d adap table as it is—o n e may 
o u tgro w ev en the o y ster shell.

HERE ARE IN THE BEACH-WORLD cer­ 
tain rare creatu res, the “Argo n au ta” 
(Pap er Nau tilu s), who are n o t fasten ed to 
their shell at all. It is actu ally a cradle fo r 
the y o u n g; held in the arms o f the mo ther 
argo n au t who flo ats with it to the su rface, 
where the eggs hatch an d the y o u n g swim 
away . Then the mo ther argo n au t leav es her 
shell an d starts an o ther life. I am fascin ated 
by this image o f the argo n au t, who se tem ­ 
p o rary dwellin g I hav e seen o n ly as the 
treasu re o f a sp ecialist’s co llectio n . Almo st 
tran sp aren t, delicately flu ted lik e a Greek 
co lu mn , this n arcissu s-white sn ail shell is 
feather light as so me co racle o f an cien t 
times, ready to set sail acro ss u n k n o wn seas. 
It was n amed, the bo o k tells me, fo r the fa­ 
bled ship s o f Jaso n that wen t in search o f 
the Go lden Fleece. Sailo rs co n sider these 
shells a sign o f fair weather an d fav o rable 
win ds. 
Lo v ely shell, lo v ely image—I am temp ted 
to p lay with it in my min d. Is this the sy m­ 
bo l fo r an o ther stage in relatio n ship s? Can 
we middle-aged argo n au ts when we o u t­ 
gro w the o y ster bed, lo o k fo rward to the 
freedo m o f the n au tilu s who has left its

“Perso n al relatio n ­ 
ship s,” he go es o n to ex p lain , 
“. . . hav e n o 
u lterio r mo tiv e. They are n o t based o n p ar­ 
ticu lar in terests. They do n o t serv e p artial 


an d limited en ds. Their v alu e lies en tirely 
in themselv es an d fo r the same reaso n 
tran scen ds all o ther v alu es. An d that is be­ 
cau se they are relatio n s o f p erso n s as p er­ 
so n s.” This relatio n ship o f “p erso n s as p er­ 
so n s” was p ro p hetically hin ted at by the 
German p o et, Rilk e, almo st fifty y ears ago . 
He fo resaw a great chan ge in the relatio n ­ 
ship s between men an d wo men , which he 
ho p ed in the fu tu re wo u ld n o lo n ger fo llo w 
the traditio n al p attern s o f su bmissio n an d 
do min atio n o r o f p o ssessio n an d co mp eti­ 
tio n . He described a state in which there 
wo u ld be sp ace an d freedo m fo r gro wth, 
an d in which each p artn er wo u ld be the 
mean s o f releasin g the o ther. “A relatio n ,” 
he co n clu des, “that is m ean t to be o f o n e 
hu m an bein g to an o ther,. . . An d this mo re 
hu man lo v e (that will fu lfill itself, in fin itely 
co n siderate an d gen tle, an d go o d an d clear 
in bin din g an d releasin g) will resemble that 
which we are with stru ggle an d en deav o r 
p rep arin g, the lo v e that co n sists in this, 
that two so litu des p ro tect an d to u ch an d 
greet each o ther.” 


B 
u t this n ew relatio n ship o f p erso n s as 
p erso n s, this mo re hu m an lo v e, this two 
so litu des co n cep tio n is n o t so methin g that 
co mes easily . It mu st hav e gro wn , lik e all 
firm-ro o ted gro wth, slo wly . It p erhap s can 
o n ly fo llo w a lo n g dev elo p men t in the his­ 
to ry o f hu man civ ilizatio n an d in div idu ally 
In each hu man bein g’s life.

It ca nno t be rea ched until wo ma n—Indi­ 
v idua lly a nd a s a sex —ha s herself co me o f 
a g e, a ma turing pro cess we a re witnessing 
to da y . In this underta king she must wo rk 
a lo ne a nd ca nno t co unt o n much help fro m 
the o utsider, ea g er a s he ma y be in po inting 
o ut the wa y . There a re ma ny sig ns o f inter­ 
est in the new wo ma n to da y , chiefly in the 
fo rm o f mecha nistic studies o f her a s 
a 
fema le a nima l. Of co urse it is necessa ry a nd 
helpful fo r wo ma n to understa nd a nd a c­ 
cept her sex ua l needs a nd ha bits but It 
is 
o nly o ne side o f a v ery co mplex pro blem. 
One ca nno t ex pect sta tistics o n her phy si­ 
ca l rea ctio ns to a dd much kno wledg e o r 
no urishment to her inner life, to her ba sic 
rela tio n to herself, o r to her lo ng po stpo ned 
ho pe a nd rig ht, a s a huma n being , to be 
crea tiv e in o ther wa y s besides the purely 
phy sica l o ne.

can spend not in the feverish pace of the 
morning but in having time at last for those 
intellectual, cultural, and spiritual activi­ 
ties that were pushed aside in the heat of 
the race. We Americans, with our terrific 
emphasis on youth, action, and material 
success, certainly tend to belittle the after­ 
noon of life and even to pretend it never 
comes. We push the clock back and try to 
prolong the morning, overreaching and 
overstraining ourselves in the unnatural 
effort. We do not succeed, of course. We 
cannot compete with our sons and daugh­ 
ters. And what a struggle it is to race with 
these overactive and under-wise adults! In 
our breathless attem pts we often miss the 
flowering th at waits for afternoon. 
For is it not possible th at middle age can 
be looked upon as a period of second flow­ 
ering, second growth, even a kind of second 
adolescence? It is true that society in gen­ 
eral does not help one accept this interpre­ 
tation of the second half of life. And there­ 
fore this period of expanding is often trag­ 
ically misunderstood. Many people never 
climb above the plateau of forty-to-fifty. 
The signs th at presage growth, so similar. 
it seems to me, to those in early adoles­ 
cence: discontent, restlessness, doubt, de­ 
spair, longing, are interpreted falsely as 
signs of decay. In youth one does not as 
often misinterpret the signs; one accepts 
them, quite rightly, as growing pains. One 
takes them seriously, listens to them, fol­ 
lows where they lead. One is afraid. Natu­ 
rally. Who is not afraid of pure space—that 
breath-taking empty space of an open 
door? But despite fear, one goes through to 
the room beyond. 
But in middle age, because of the false 
assumption th at it is a period of decline, 
one interprets these life-signs, paradoxi­ 
cally, as signs of approaching death. In­ 
stead of facing them, one runs away; one 
escapes—into depressions, nervous break­ 
downs, drink, love a ffairs, or fran tic, 
thoughtless, fruitless overwork. Anything, 
rather than face them. Anything, rather 
than stand still and learn from them. One 
tries to cure the signs of growth, to exorcise 
them, as if they were devils, when really 
they might be angels of annunciation. 
Angels of annunciation of what? Of a 
new stage in living when, having shed 
many of the physical struggles, the worldly 
ambitions, the material encumbrances of 
active life, one might be free to fulfill the 
neglected side of one’s self. One might be 
free for growth of mind, heart, and talent; 
free at last for spiritual growth; free of the 
clamping sunrise shell. Beautiful as it was, 
it was still a closed world one had to out­ 
grow. And the time may come when—com­ 
fortable and adaptable as it is—one may 
outgrow even the oyster shell. 


T 
HERE ARE IN THE BEACH-WORLD cer­ 
tain rare creatures, the “Argonauta" 
(Paper Nautilus), who are not fastened to 
their shell at all. It is actually a cradle for 
the youngs held in the arms of the mother 
argonaut who floats with it to the surface, 
where the eggs hatch and the young swim 
away. Then the mother argonaut leaves her 
shell and starts another life. I am fascinated 
by this image of the argonaut, whose tem ­ 
porary dwelling I have seen only as the 
treasure of a specialist’s collection. Almost 
transparent, delicately fluted like a Greek 
column, this narcissus-white snail shell is 
feather light as some coracle of ancient 
times, ready to set sail across unknown seas. 
It was named, the book tells me, for the fa­ 
bled ships of Jason th at went in search of 
the Golden Fleece. Sailors consider these 
shells a sign of fair weather and favorable 
winds. 
Lovely shell, lovely image—I am tempted 
to play with it in my mind. Is this the sym­ 
bol for another stage in relationships? Can 
we middle-aged argonauts when we out­ 
grow the oyster bed, look forward to the 
freedom of the nautilus who has left its 


th at fragile link is snapped in the storm, 
what will hold the halves to each other? In 
the oyster stage of marriage, romantic love 
is only one of the many bonds that make up 
the intricate and enduring web th at two 
people have built together. 
I am very fond of the oyster shell. It is 
humble and awkward and ugly. It is slate- 
colored and unsymmetrical. Its form is not 
primarily beautiful but functional. I make 
fun of its knobbiness. Sometimes I resent 
its burdens and excrescences. But its tire­ 
less adaptability and tenacity draw my 
astonished admiration and sometimes even 
my tears. And it is comfortable in its famil­ 
iarity, its homeliness, like old garden gloves 
which have moulded themselves perfectly 
to the shape of the hand. I do not like to 
put it down. I will not want to leave it. 
But is it the perm anent symbol of m ar­ 
riage? Should i t —any more th a n the 
double-sunrise shell—last forever? The tide 
of life recedes. The house, with its bulging 
sleeping porches and sheds, begins little by 
little to empty. The children go away to 
school and then to marriage and lives of 
their own. Most people by middle age have 
attained, or ceased to struggle to attain, 
their place in the world. That terrific 
tenacity to life, to place, to people, to m ate­ 
rial surroundings and accumulations—is it 
as necessary as it was when one was strug­ 
gling for one’s security or the security of 
one’s children? Many of the physical strug­ 
gles have ceased, due either to success or to 
failure. Does the shell need to be so welded 
to its rock? Married couples are apt to find 
themsleves in middle age, high and dry in 
an outmoded shell, in a fortress wrhich has 
outlived its function. W hat is one to do— 
die of atrophy in an outstripped form? Or 
move on to another form, other experi­ 
ences?

B 
UT surely we do demand duration and 
continuity of relationships, at least of 
marriage. That is what marriage is, isn’t it 
—continuity of a relationship? Of course, 
but not necessarily continuity in one single 
form or stage; not necessarily continuity in 
the double-sunrise stage. There are other 
shells to help me. to put in the row on my 
desk. Here is one I picked up yesterday. Not 
rare; there are many of them on the beach 
and yet each one is individual. You never 
find two alike. Each is fitted and formed by 
its own life and struggle to survive. It is 
an oyster, with small shells clinging to its 
humped back. Sprawling and uneven, it has 
the irregularity of something growing. It 
looks rather like the house of a big fam ­ 
ily. pushing out one addition after another 
to hold its teeming life—here a sleeping 
porch for the children, and there a veranda 
for the play-pen; here a garage for the 
extra car and there a shed for the bicycles. 
It amuses me because it seems so much like 
my life at the moment, like most women’s 
lives in the middle years of marriage. It is 
untidy, spread out in all directions, heavily 
encrusted with accumulations and, in its 
living state—this one is empty and cast up 
by the sea—firmly imbedded on its rock. 
Yes, I believe the oyster shell is a good 
one to express the middle years of marriage. 
It suggests the struggle of life itself. The 
oyster has fought to have that place on the 
rock to which it has fitted itself perfectly 
and to which it clings tenaciously. So most 
couples in the growing years of marriage 
struggle to achieve a place in the world. It 
is a physical and material battle first of all, 
for a home, for children, for a place in their 
particular society. In the midst of such a 
life there is not much time to sit facing one 
another over a breakfast table. In these 
years one recognizes the truth of Saint- 
Exup£ry’s line: ‘Love does not consist in 
gazing at each other (one perfect sunrise 
gazing at another!) but in looking outward 
together in the same direction.” For, in fact, 
man and woman are not only looking out­ 
ward in the same direction; they are work­ 
ing outward. (Observe the steady encroach­ 
m ent of the oyster bed over the rock.) Here 
one forms ties, roots, a firm base. (Try and 
pry an oyster from its ledge!) Here one 
makes oneself part of the community of 
men, of human society 
Here the bonds of marriage are formed. 
For marriage, which is always spoken of as 
a bond, becomes actually in this stage, many 
bonds, many strands, of different texture 
and strength, making up a web that is taut 
and firm. The web is fashioned of love. Yes, 
but many kinds of love: romantic love first, 
then a slow-growing devotion and, playing 
through these, a constantly rippling com­ 
panionship. It is made of loyalties, and in­ 
terdependencies, and shared experiences. It 
is woven of memories of meetings and con­ 
flicts; of triumphs and disappointments. It 
is a web of communication, a common lan­ 
guage, and the acceptance of lack of lan­ 
guage, too; a knowledge of likes and dis­ 
likes, of habits and reactions, both physical 
and mental. It is a web of instincts and in­ 
tuitions, and known and unknown ex­ 
changes. The web of marriage is made by 
propinquity, in the day to day living side 
by side, looking outward and working out­ 
ward in the same direction. It is woven in 
space and in time of the substance of life 
itself. 
But the bond—the bond of romantic love 
Is something else. It has so little to do with 
propinquity or habit or space or time or life 
itself. It leaps across all of them, like a 
rainbow—or a glance. It is the bond of ro­ 
mantic love which fastens the double-sun­ 
rise shell, only one bond, one hinge. And if 


P 
erhaps, someone will suggest, this is the 
moment to go back to the simple self­ 
enclosed* world of the sunrise shell? Alone 
at last again over the muffins and the m ar­ 
malade! No, one cannot go back to th at 
tightly closed world. One has grown too big, 
too many-sided, for th at rigidly symmetri­ 
cal shell. I am not sure th at one has not 
grown too big for any shell at all. 
Perhaps middle age is, or should be, a 
period of shedding shells; the shell of ambi­ 
tion, the shell of material accumulations 
and possessions, the shell of the ego. Per­ 
haps one can shed at this stage in life as 
one sheds in beach-living; one’s pride, one’s 
false ambitions, one’s mask, one’s armor. 
Was that armor not put on to protect one 
from the competitive world? If one ceases 
to compete, does one need it? Perhaps one 
can at last in middle age*, if not earlier, be 
completely oneself. And what a liberation 
th at would be! 
It is true that the adventures of youth are 
less open to us. Most of us cannot, at this 
point, start a new career or raise a new 
family. Many of the physical, material, and 
worldly ambitions are less attainable than 
they were twenty years ago. But is this not 
often a relief? "I no longer worry about 
being the belle of Newport," a beautiful 
woman, who had become a talented artist, 
once said to me. And I always liked that 
Virginia Woolf hero who meets middle age 
admitting: “Things have dropped from me. 
I have outlived certain desires . . . I am not 
so gifted as at one time seemed likely. Cer­ 
tain things lie beyond my scope. I shall 
never understand the harder problems of 
philosophy. Rome is the limit of my travel­ 
ling . . . I shall never see savages in Tahiti 
spearing fish by the light of a blazing 
cresset, or a lion spring in the jungle, or a 
naked man eating raw flesh . . ." (Thank 
God! you can hear him adding under his 
breath.) 
The primitive, physical, functional pat­ 
tern of the morning of life, the active years 
before forty or fifty, is outlived. But there 
is still the afternoon opening up, which one

shell for the open seas? But what does the 
open sea hold for us? We cannot believe 
th at the second half of life promises “fair 
weather and favorable winds.” What golden 
fleece is there for the middle-aged? 
In speaking of the argonauts one might 
as well adm it one has left the usual shell 
collections. A double-sunrise shell, an oys­ 
ter bed—these are common knowledge to 
most of us. We recognize them; we know 
about them; they are part of our daily life 
and the lives of others around us. But with 
this rare and p licate vessel, we have left 
the well-tracked beaches of proven facts 
and experiences. We are adventuring in 
the chartless seas of imagination. 


I 
s the golden fleece th at awaits us some 
kind of new freedom for growth? And in 
this new freedom, is there any place for a 
relationship? I believe there is, after the 
oyster bed, an opportunity for the best rela­ 
tionship of all: not a limited, mutually ex­ 
clusive one, like the sunrise shell; and not 
a functional, dependent one, as in the oys­ 
ter bed; but the meeting of two whole fully 
developed people as persons. It w*ould be, 
to borrow a definition of the Scottish phi­ 
losopher, MacMurray, a fully personal rela­ 
tionship, that is, “a type of relationship into 
which people enter as persons with the 
whole of themselves.” “Personal relation­ 
ships," he goes on to explain, “. . . have no 
ulterior motive. They are not based on par­ 
ticular Interests. They do not serve partial 


and limited ends. Their value lies entirely 
in themselves and for the same reason 
transcends all other values. And th at is be­ 
cause they are relations of persons as per­ 
sons." This relationship of “persons as per­ 
sons" was prophetically hinted at by the 
German poet, Rilke, almost fifty years ago. 
He foresaw a great change in the relation­ 
ships between men and women, which he 
hoped in the future would no longer follow 
the traditional patterns of submission and 
domination or of possession and competi­ 
tion. He described a state in which there 
would be space and freedom for growth, 
and in which each partner would be the 
means of releasing the other. “A relation,” 
he concludes, “that is m eant to be of one 
human being to another,. . . And this more 
human love (that will fulfill itself, infinitely 
considerate and gentle, and good and clear 
in binding and releasing) will resemble that 
which we are with struggle and endeavor 
preparing, the love th at consists in this, 
that two solitudes protect and touch and 
greet each other.” 


B 
ut this new relationship of persons as 
persons, this more hum an love, this two 
solitudes conception is not something th at 
comes easily. It must have grown, like all 
firm-rooted growth, slowly. It perhaps can 
only follow a long development in the his­ 
tory of human civilization and individually 
in each human being’s life. Such a stage in 
life, it would seem to me, must come not ai 


a gift or a lucky accident, but as part of 
an evolutionary process, an achievement 
which could only follow certain important 
developments in each partner. 
It cannot be reached until woman—indi­ 
vidually and as a sex—has herself come of 
age, a maturing process we are witnessing 
today. In this undertaking she must work 
alone and cannot count on much help from 
the outsider, eager as he may be in pointing 
out the way. There are many signs of inter­ 
est in the new woman today, chiefly in the 
form of mechanistic studies of her as a 
female animal. Of course it is necessary and 
helpful for woman to understand and ac­ 
cept her sexual needs and habits but it is 
only one side of a very complex problem. 
One cannot expect statistics on her physi­ 
cal reactions to add much knowledge or 
nourishment to her inner life, to her basic 
relation to herself, or to her long postponed 
hope and right, as a human being, to bs 
creative in other ways besides the purely 
physical one.

wife’s angle. Perhaps you aren’t 
sympathetic, communicative

receptive regarding a difference in 
outlooks; and maybe you didn’t 
know how “dead” the marriage 
was, from your wife’s view, by the 
time you returned here. 
You don’t write as one who has 
ever felt real love for his wife. 
Rather it seems

may explain your acute concern 
to make Dina’s welfare your first 
consideration, in dealing with the 
martial problem.

Frequently such ex aminations r e v e a l 
that p ip es hav e been rusted through and 
may p ermit sp arks and even flames to 
come in contact with inflammable mate­ 
rial. 
Rural districts are heav y fire sufferers 
ev ery y ear. It is rep orted that ap p rox i­ 
mately 35,000 farm buildings go up in 
smoke annually . That figures out at about 
one building lost ev ery 15 minutes. That is 
bad enough, but in these fires more than 
3,500 p ersons lose their lives. 
Some rural districts are organizing and 
getting fire p rotection by the use of equip ­ 
ment 'from municip al fire dep artments. 
Such hookup s should be ex tended wherev er 
feasible. 


WINTERFYLLETH 
THERE IS none to say ill of October, 
wherein all the months smile and bow. Oc­ 
tober is a blend of the gentle and balmy 
wind that is March at its best and the first 
harbinger of sp ring; the v elv et greenery 
of meadow that is the lush grass of sum­ 
m er just before its rip ening; the gold and 
scarlet that is the roy al color p ageant of 
autumn; then the hoar-frost that is the v ery 
mantle of winter itself. 
October is the eighth month of the old 
Roman y ear, which began in March. In the 
Julian calendar, while retaining its old 
name, it became the tenth month, and had 
31 day s assigned to it. 
By the Slavs, October is called the “y el­ 
low month,” from the fading of the leaf. 
To the Anglo-Sax ons it was known as Win- 
terfy lleth, because at this full moon “fy l- 
leth” winter was sup p osed to begin. 
By whatev er name, October is the reali­ 
zation of nature’s p romise of seedtime and 
harv est, n time of rich and heady beauty . 
It is a hearty and hale month. 


HOPE NEVER DIES 
SOME Washington seers, described in a 
disp atch as “trade observ ers here,” are 
quoted as say ing coffee p rices should drop 
before the y ear’s end—p resumably refer­ 
ring to 1955—more than erasing retail p rice 
increases of the last sev eral weeks. 
But that’s what they hav e been say ing 
for more than a y ear, and the wholesale 
p rice of the green bean in huge lots is still 
more than 50 cents a p ound. 
The Washington “trade observ ers” are 
able to make their p rediction sound as 
p lausible as usual. When the new crop hits 


eral claim to ignorance can only mean 
that the ex isting intelligence organizations 
of both countries are totally incomp etent 
and require ov erhauling. In the United 
States, this has been recommended by the 
Hoover Commission. 
There can be no question but that Egy p t, 
a sov ereign state, has a right to p urchase 
arms where it chooses and under whatev er 
conditions are av ailable to it. The sup p li­ 
ers are bound by no international agree­ 
ments not to sell to Egy p t or any other 
country . 
What is involved here is altogether an­ 
other p rincip le. The Genev a Conference, 
at the Summit, was called for the p urp ose 
of establishing a recognized status quo 
based on a balance of p ower. This Balance 
of Power differs from that of the Holy Al­ 
liance (18 15) in that it is not limited to 
Europ e; it is world-wide. 
The American p eop le hav e nev er seen a 
map describing the Balance of Power es­ 
tablished at Geneva; as the Russians smil­ 
ed so smilingly , it undoubtedly included 
China as p art of the Soviet Univ ersal State. 
The Western group of nations would 
claim the Arab world and Israel, both of 
which are really neutral, as p art of the so­ 
called Western free nations. Among these 
countries is Egy p t. None of the countries in­ 
volved in this formula, ex cep t four, were 
p resent at Genev a or had a voice in the 
descrip tion of their p osition in the world. 
A balance of p ower based on a rigid 
status quo can only be maintained if neith­ 
er side engages in activ ities which remov e 
any segment of the arrangement which 
immediately p 
r o d u c e s an imbalance. 
When such an arrangement is held togeth­ 
er by a fine hair, it is too much to ex p ect 
that it can be held together at all for any 
p rolonged p eriod. At any rate, this one did 
not hold for a month, whereas the ar­ 
rangements made at the Congress of Vien­ 
na surv iv ed more or less for 99 y ears 
(18 15-1914). 
Egy p t’s role in all this is that Premier 
Nasser wants weap ons to destroy Israel, 
which has thus far successfully challenged 
Egy p t’s p reeminence in the Near East. In 
each armed encounter, Israel has won the 
day . Egy p t, which seeks to dominate the 
Moslem fraternity of nations, loses face 
each time it comes in conflict with Israel 
because the Jews are more comp etent 
fighters and p ossess better arms. Egy p t 
assumed that the p urchase of sup erior 
arms could help in the struggle against Is­ 
rael. 
The conquest of Israel by Egy p t would 
seriously up set the status quo in the Near

PREVENTING FIRES 
THIS IS National Fire Prevention Week. 
It should be observed with more diligence 
than is usually accorded special days and 
weeks. Its object is to protect life and prop­ 
erty against needless waste. 
The date is fixed by the season. T h e 
weather calls for kindling fires in stoves, 
furnaces and fireplaces that may not have 
been used since last spring. Are these heat­ 
ing outfits in condition? Take a look at 
them. Have experienced persons look at 
them, those who know what to look for. 
Frequently such examinations r e v e a l 
that pipes have been rusted through and 
may permit sparks and even flames to 
come in contact with inflammable mate­ 
rial. 
Rural districts are heavy fire sufferers 
every year. It is reported that approxi­ 
mately 35,000 farm buildings go up in 
smoke annually. That figures out at about 
one building lost every 15 minutes. That is 
bad enough, but in these fires more than 
3,500 persons lose their lives. 
Some rural districts are organizing and 
getting fire protection by the use of equip­ 
ment ' from municipal fire departments. 
Such hookups should be extended wherever 
feasible. 


WINTERFYLLETH 
THERE IS none to say ill of October, 
wherein all the months smile and bow. Oc­ 
tober is a blend of the gentle and balmy 
wind that is March at its best and the first 
harbinger of spring; the velvet greenery 
of meadow that is the lush grass of sum­ 
m er just before its ripening; the gold and 
scarlet that is the royal color pageant of 
autumn; then the hoar-frost that is the very 
mantle of winter itself. 
October is the eighth month of the old 
Roman year, which began in March. In the 
Julian calendar, while retaining its old 
name, it became the tenth month, and had 
31 days assigned to it. 
By the Slavs, October is called the “yel­ 
low month,'* from the fading of the leaf. 
To the Anglo-Saxons it was known as Win- 
terfylleth, because at this full moon “fyl- 
leth” winter was supposed to begin. 
By whatever name, October is the reali­ 
sation of nature’s promise of seedtime and 
harvest, 
time of rich and heady beauty. 
It is a hearty and hale month. 


HOPE NEVER DIES 
SOME Washington seers, described in a 
dispatch as “trade observers here," are 
quoted as saying coffee prices should drop 
before the year’s end—presumably refer­ 
ring to 1955—more than erasing retail price 
increases of the last several weeks. 
But that’s what they have been saying 
for more than a year, and the wholesale 
price of the green bean in huge lots is still 
more than 50 cents a pound. 
The Washington “trade observers" are 
able to make their prediction sound as 
plausible as usual. When the new crop hits 


George E. Sokolsky’g 
These Days 


What Egypt has done is quite simple. 
Not finding it possible to obtain arms at 
reasonable terms for speedy delivery from 
the United States, Premier Nasser got 
what he needed through Soviet Russia. The 
deal was made in August. 
It is not believable that the United States 
or Great Britain knew nothing about the 
deal until deliveries were ready. The gen­ 
eral claim to ignorance can only mean 
that the existing intelligence organizations 
of both countries are totally incompetent 
and require overhauling. In the United 
States, this has been recommended by the 
Hoover Commission. 
There can be no question but that Egypt, 
a sovereign state, has a right to purchase 
arms where it chooses and under whatever 
conditions are available to it. The suppli­ 
ers are bound by no international agree­ 
ments not to sell to Egypt or any other 
country. 
What is involved here is altogether an­ 
other principle. The Geneva Conference, 
at the Summit, was called for the purpose 
of establishing a recognized status quo 
based on a balance of power. This Balance 
of Power differs from that of the Holy Al­ 
liance (1815) in that it is not limited to 
Europe; it is world-wide. 
The American people have never seen a 
map describing the Balance of Power es­ 
tablished at Geneva; as the Russians smil­ 
ed so smilingly, it undoubtedly included 
China as part of the Soviet Universal State. 
The Western group of nations would 
claim the Arab world and Israel, both of 
which are really neutral, as part of the so­ 
called Western free nations. Among these 
countries is Egypt. None of the countries in­ 
volved in this formula, except four, were 
present at Geneva or had a voice in the 
description of their position in the world. 
A balance of power based on a rigid 
status quo can only be maintained if neith­ 
er side engages in activities which remove 
any segment of the arrangement which 
immediately p r o d u c e s an imbalance. 
When such an arrangement is held togeth­ 
er by a fine hair, it is too much to expect 
that it can be held together at all for any 
prolonged period. At any rate, this one did 
not hold for a month, whereas the ar­ 
rangements made at the Congress of Vien­ 
na survived more or less for 99 years 
(1815-1914). 
Egypt’s role in all this is that Premier 
Nasser wrants weapons to destroy Israel, 
which has thus far successfully challenged 
Egypt’s preeminence in the Near East. In 
each armed encounter, Israel has won the 
day. Egypt, which seeks to dominate the 
Moslem fraternity of nations, loses face 
each time it comes in conflict with Israel 
because the Jews are more competent 
fighters and possess better arms. Egypt 
assumed that the purchase of superior 
arms could help rn the struggle against Is­ 
rael. 
The conquest of Israel by Egypt would 
seriously upset the status quo in the Near 
(Continued on Page Eight)

Histamine, you see, Is a chem­ 
ical which Is normally present in 
your body. In some persons, it is 
the factor involved kl allergic 
conditions such as hay fever, 
hives and other sensitivities. 
Chemical Reaction 
An antihistaminic drug, then, 
la a compound designed to com­ 
bat this chemical reaction in 
your body which may make you 
more sensitive than others to 
specific conditions. 
These drugs have a useful place 
in curing certain conditions if 
properly handled under compe­ 
tent medical supervision. 
Since many of them produce 
aide effects in certain individuals, 
they can cause injury In various 
ways. Side effect* such as nausea, 
headaches, vomiting, drowsiness 
and poor coordination, for ex­ 


ample, can make ti unsafe Act 
you to drive a ear. 
Barbiturates and antibiotics 
must also be handled very care­ 
fully. 
Occasionally, it becomes neces­ 
sary for a doctor to prescribe a 
sedative, but you all know that 
sleeping pills and powders can 
be very harmful if they become a 
habit. When your body and mind 
are functioning normally, you 
have no need for drugs to make 
you sleep. 
As for the antibiotics, there 
are many of them, all working 
differently in various conditions. 
Because they produce different 
reactions, it’s of the utmost im­ 
portance that they be adminis­ 
tered and supervised by the in­ 
dividual’s physician. 
Flamboyant advertising on 
drugs is a signal to be cautious. 
And be especially suspicious of 
anything presented as a “cure- 
all.” 
QUESTION AND ANSWER 
H. B : I use saccharin sodium 
tablets in my coffee daily. Will 
their use have any ill effect on 
my kidneys? 
Answer: Use of these tablets 
will have no injurious effects on 
the kidneys.

County School Building Program 
Seen Well Within Financial Reach

Pickaway County , able to claim 
some of the finest farm lands in 
the state, should hav e little diffi­ 
culty in financing a much needed 
building p rogram for the county 
school sy stem. 
The Pickaway County Citizens 
Committee, formed to draw up 
a p lan for p rop osed consolida­ 
tion of county school 
districts, 
stressed this p oint today in its 
latest statem ent on the merger 
p lan. 
The p rop osed consolida­ 
tion awaits the decision of the 
v oters at the p olls nex t month. 
After p ointing out that Pickaway 
County should be able to sup p ort 
a good school building p rogram, 
the committee continued: 
“When 
consolidation 
of local 
school districts is ap p rov ed by a 
vote of the qualified electors of the 
new district p rop osed to be creat­ 
ed, the county board of education 
shall assign the assets and liabili­ 
ties of the original districts to the 
new district so created and p ro­ 
ceed to ap p oint a board of educa­ 
tion for the new district in t h e 
same manner as is p rov ided by 
section 3311.26 of the Rev ised Code. 
“ UNDER THE p lan of consoli­ 
dation submitted for y our ap p rov al 
at the Nov ember election, two new 
high schools are to be built. 
“The resp onsibility for the locat­ 
ing of such sites as will be needed 


will rest with the newly ap p ointed 
board of education. We wish to 
make it clear that the Citizens’ 
Committee has no authority in the 
choice of sites. The' construction of 
new buildings will only be p os­ 
sible when a bond issue for that 
p urp ose has been ap p rov ed by the 
p eop le of Pickaway County . This 
brings up the questions — ‘How 
much will the new buildings cost?’ 
and ‘What effect will it hav e on 
the tax rate?’ 
“ In answering these questions 
may we p oint out and emp hasize 
that the figures we use, as to the 
p robable cost of such 
buildings, 
are our own and that they are not 
necessarily those which may be the 
actual cost of construction as ar­ 
riv ed at by the board of education 
and its adv isors. 
“ Let us assume a figure of

It requires any p erson, firm or 
corp oration desiring to c o n d u c t 
such sales to obtain a license from 
the county auditor, listing an in­ 
v entory and descrip tion of the new 
merchandise to be sold and t h e 
date and p lace. The license fee is 
$10 p er day , to go to the county 
treasury . The ap p licant also must 
file bond. 
Ex emp ted from the law are such 
sales as liv estock, p roduce, used 
farm machinery and other items 
commonly sold at farm sales, court 
sales and a regularly established 
p ublic 
auction 
business, 
which 
files a p ersonal p rop erty tax re­ 
turn in the county .
